am o u n t asked. 
Sullivan w alked out of the C uurt-room 
after having been less th a n three days in 
custody. 
T he Ju d g e held th at the C oroner's Ju ry 
h ad been 


INFLUENCED BY OUTSIDE SENTIMENT. 
Seldom , if ever, has a case draw n such a 
crow d as th at w hich assem bled this after­ 
noon to h ear the expected decision. 
T he 
C ourt-rooiu was jam m ed, and a big con­ 
course o f m en assem bled in th e corridor 
adjoining, seeking to catch from afar the 
w ord» w bich fell from ih e Ju d g e's lips. 
U nited States A ttorney L ongenecker and 
his assistant, M r. B aker, w ere in close con­ 
sultation w ith Judge T uley bf lore h e cam e 
on the bench. 
Several u n k n o w n m en also 
entered the C ham ber. 
T hey were presum ­ 
ably no-m bers of th e C oroner’s Ju ry who 
retu rn ed the verdict in th e C ronin case. 
M r. S ullivan was early on the scene. H e 
w as 
BROUGHT IN BY SH E R IFF MATSON, 
P ersonally, w ho escorted him through the 
Ju d g e 's cham bers before th e C hancellors 
arrived, on account of th e crow d at the 
other doors. 
On S ullivan’s.arrival he took 
a seat in th e center of a circle form ed by 
h is law yers, M essrs. T rude, W 'indee and 
O iibert. w ith w hom he entered into w his­ 
pered conversation. 
A score of m em bers 
o f th e bareviuced professional and friendly 
interest in Mr. Sullivan by being present. 
Coroner H ertz occupied a seat by Judge 
Longenecker. 


CONGRESSMAN FF.A'NK LAWLER 
Cam e in w hen everybody got seated, call­ 
ing from T rude the observation, “ L aw ler 
is here; let th e proceedings begin.” 
T h ere was a w ait of three-quarters of an 
h o u r before Ju d g e 
T uley reached 
his 
C purt-room . 
F inally, at 3:45 r. M., he 
ascended* to th e bench w ith th e w ritten 
opinion, w hich it soon becam e apparent 
h ad been m ade only after a careful analysis 
of th e w hole m ass o f testim ony in the 
case, arid not, as first supposed, m erely 
th at relating to S ullivan alone. 
S ullivan braced him self in th e chair and 
kept his eyes fixed on th e Court as Judge 
T u ley said : 
“ I suppose there w ill be no 
fu rth er steps taken beyond th is evidence 
before th e Coroner s Ju ry . 
Judge Longenecker rep lied : “ T h at is 
all. 
T h ere is no ad d itio n al testim ony.” 
“ Because if you had an y the Court 
w ould feel com pelled to h ear it,” said the 
C ourt. 
Ju d g e T uley then, in his characteristic 
m atter-of-fact m anner, 


BEGAN READING H I- DECISION 
A n d had not proceeded tw o m inutes w hen 
th e frow ns of those identified w ith the 
prosecution told w hich w ay was the drift 
of the decision, w hich in substance is as 
follow s : 
T he Ju d g e said th e application before 
h im was for th e release of A lexander S ul­ 
livan on bail, u n d er th e b ill of rights 
w hich provided for th e bailing of persons 
accused of m urder, w here th e evidence was 
no t strong or th e presum ption of th eir 
g u ilt w as not strong. 
T h e Court referred to th e term s of th e 
agreem ent by w hich th e m atter was left to 
h im on the evidence elicited before the 
C oroner. 
H e said he had read 1,100 type­ 
w ritten pages of th e evidence before the 
Coroner s Ju ry . 
M uch of th e testim ony 
w as 
IRRELEVANT AND INCOMPETENT 
Before a Court, bu t a w ide scope was a l­ 
low ed th e Coroner. 
In such investigations 
h e could even heár hearsay evidence. 
It 
gave direction to form in w hich an inquify 
sh o u ld be directed so as to bring about the 
discovery of th e persons guilty of Dr 
C ronin's m urder. 
T here was a good deal 
of th is hearsay evidence. 
Mrs. C onklin 
and S canlan testified 
th a t 
th ey heard 
C ronin say th at there was a plot to assassin­ 
ate h im and Sullivan wa3 back of it. 
B arrv, M orris and O 'B rien testified su b ­ 
stan tially to th e sam e thing. 
T he last 
n am ed saying th a t 
< 


CRONIN WAS AFRAID OF SULLIVAN, 
B oland and B uckley. O ’C onnor. F ord and 
Ives testified, th e latter to the singular 
sen tim en t by C ronin as to his cross-exam ­ 
ination before a N otary, and th at be be­ 
lieved it was a part of th e plot and S ullivan 
w as at th e head of it. 
D illon said he h ad talked about it so 
m u ch th a t he believed C ronin h ad Sullivan 
on th e brain. 
H aggerty's evidence was probably the 
m ost im p o rtan t as against Sullivan, and the 
statem en ts he testified th at C ronin m ade 
w ere m ade about th e tim e of C ronin's trial 
.in 1885. 
T he testim ony given by H aggerty 
on th a t point was substantially th e only 
evidence th at Sullivan m ade a direct 


THREAT AGAINST CRONIN S L IF E . 
T h e Court know s of no ru le of law that 
w o u ld a d m it th e declarations o f C ronin 
m ade o u t of S ullivan's presence. 
It w ould 
n o t be adm itted before any com m itting 
m agistrate. 
It was show n by th e evidence 
th a t S ullivan was 
pro m in en t in Irish 
N ationalist circles, an d th at th e triangle 
controlled Irish m atters. 
T h at several cam ps were expelled as also 
w at C ronin, an d th a t from C ronin's pres­ 
ence on the com m ittee w hich tried Sulli- 
yan, B oland an d T erry, S ullivan was in ­ 
spired w ith an enm ity tow ard C ronin w hich 
th e evidence show ed w as 
reciprocated. 
C ronin was m urdered as th e result o f a 
Conspiracy, th at was also show n by the 
evidence/and likew ise it show ed th at back 
of th is conspiracy was the p erso n al en­ 
m ities of C ionin, but w hat evidence was 
th ere th at Sullivan was one of those ene­ 
m ies. 
T here was no act in connection w ith the 
m u rd er w hich related to Sullivan. 
A nother theory was lh at C ronin was 


REMOVED TO PREVENT DISCLOSURES, 
B u t there was no evidence that he had any 
facts w hich w ould die w ith h im . 
T he facts 
in his possession lived after his death. 
T he C oroner had been unable to find any 
trace o f proceedings in any cam p to con­ 
dem n him to death. 
A n o th er theory w as th at he was rem oved 
because he was a B ritish spy. 
If C ronin 
w ere rem oved by the U nited B rotherhood, 
it could not be seen how Sullivan aided it, 
since he was not a m em ber o f that O rder 
for several years. 
T h e evidence did not show lhat Sullivan 
had relations, social or otherw ise, w ith 
C oughlin, O 'Sullivan or W oodruff, or th at 
h e m et them , or th at there was a conspi­ 
racy. 
T he Coroner's jury was largely 


INFLUENCED BY O UT-1 PE SENTIM ENT. 
* T h ere was no doubt th at th e suspicion 
against Sullivan was strong. 
H e felt a 
•bitter an d m alignant hatred of C ronin, 
th ere w as no doubt, b u t it seem ed alm ost 
im possible th at if he w ere guilty of the con­ 
spiracy to kill Cronin he 
could have 
promulgated two 
weeks after C ronin's 
murder his protest made at the Buffalo 
trial in which he branded Cronin as a 
scoundrel and a perjurer.

W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e 14th.—T he agreem ent 
betw een E ngland, G erm any an d th e U nited 
States on Sam oan affairs, was signed at 
B erlin th is afternoon. 
It will not be m ade 
public u n til 
confirm ed by th e Senate. 
W hile it is called an agreem ent by the otfi 
cers of th e State 
D epartm ent. W alker 
* tla in e said, this evening, th at he thought 
it w ould undoubtedly require ratification 
by th e Senate. 
If th e instru m en ts signed were on regu­ 
lating th e conduct of two countries to­ 
w ards each other, as for instance, be­ 
tween th e U nited States and Sam oa, it 
w ould properly be designated as a treaty, 
but 
w here 
th e 
in strum ents 
signed 
is to shape th e conduct of three G overn­ 
m ents, v iz : 
T he U nited States. 
England 
and G erm any, tow ard a fourth partv So- 
ay. 
. 
. 
m oa, it is held th at its proper nom enclature 
is an agreem ent. 
A t the sam e tim e, as it is 
a m atter affecting the fofeign policy of the 
U nited States, it is said it w ill need ratifica­ 
tion by th e Senate and th at therefore it 
cannot be m ade public prior to actiou by 
th e Senate. 
T he agreem ent was cordially 
approved by all th e m em bers of the con­ 
ference an d by their respti tive G overn­ 
m ents. 
T he best of feeling prevailed at 
th e term in atio n of th e labors of th e Com ­ 
m issioners. 


W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e 14th.—“ T he Sam oan 
agreem ent is in th e n a tu re of a treaty ,” 
said M r. B laine to-night, “and it w ill have 
to go to th e Senate for ratification. 
Its p u r­ 
port cannot be given out and it will not be 
m ade puolic belore th e Senate m eets.” 
T h is was as far as th e State D epartm ent 
w ould go in regard to the Sam oan treaty 
to-night. 
So as far as can be gathered from 
various sources this evening, the U nited 
States 
G overnm ent 
has 
reason to be 
thoroughly satisfied w ith w hat it has se­ 
cured in th e treaty to-day ratified. 
T his treaty is the first m ade by th e pres­ 
ent A dm inistration, and it is expected to 
dem onstrate its policy in relation to A m er­ 
ican interests. 
As a consequence greater 
secrecy is to be m aintained regarding it, 
and full consideration was given it before 
the A m erican Com m issioners w ere allow ed 
to consent to its ratification. 
It is understood th at the first d raft of the 
treaty as outlined by the Com m issioners 
was pretty generally satisfactory to the ad ­ 
m inistration, and th a t there has been none 
of the hesitation attrib u ted to M r. B laine 
by the press. 
Few changes have been 
m ade. .T h e only consideration given be­ 
ing to th e dem ands m ade by G erm any for 
additional privileges in th e islands. 
A few 
of th e concessions asked w ere granted, but 
it m ay De stated upon absolutely perfect 
au th o rity th at th e U nited States has m a in ­ 
tained th e purpose w ith w hich it started, 
and th a t th e Sam oan Islands G overnm ent 
it to-day closer to th e U nited States and 
stronger in its autonom y th an ever before. 
Competent authority asserts that this 
Government has gained 
all lhat It de­ 
I m anded.

M o r a (M inn.), Ju n e 14th.—R eceniiy a 
contract was aw arded by the settlers to 
Foley B rothers of St. Paul" to dig a ditch for 
irrigation purposes from L ak eM d le i-ac3to 
a point on the Sm oke river near this place. 
W hen the Indians learned th at a ditch was 
to be dug they at once cam e to the conclu­ 
sion th at th e in ten tio n was to drain the 
lake and deprive them of th eir fishing 
privileges. 
N otice was served by th e In d ian s upon 
th e c infractors, w arning them if th e y 'd id 
not leave the territo ty at once they w ould 
b? p u t to death. 
T h e contractors paid no 
heed to to e w arning. bu t cam e here and 
engaged 300 Sw ede laborers, w ho began 
w ork this m o rn in g at M iiie Lacs. 
A bout noon th ey w ere attacked by a 
party of about four h u n d red Chippew as. 
led by W hite S nake and G reet Bear. 
T he 
In d ian s were in lu ll w ar paint, and were 
arm ed w ith W inchester r iilea aud tom a­ 
haw k^. 
As soon as (hey saw the reds com ­ 
ing th e laborers dropped th eir shovels and 
fied tow ard th is place. 
T hey were p u r­ 
sued by ih e savages, w ho shot and killed 
seven m en. 
T h eir nam es are; 
O laf Mag 
son,C hristian R asm ussen, T ern t Toerrdahi. 
A ug Sw anson. G ustav T oderstron. Cari 
Speíi and Jacob Skoli. Several o theis were 
w ounded, b u t n ot seriously. 
T he In d ian s scalped T oderstron 
and 
M agson and m utilated th e bodies of Speh 
and Skol! in a fiendish m aune-. 
Shpriff 
Nicolseu, w ho w ent to M ille Lacs after a 
person, heard 
ihe 
firing, 
and, 
being 
m ounted, im m ediately returned here and 
gave the first news o’f th e outbreak. 
T be 
Indians, w ho have been gathered on the 
south shore of Lake M ille Lacs for a week 
or m ore, on W ednesday n ig h t engaged in 
a w ar dance as a prelim inary to th e m assa­ 
cre. 
T hree of the sever, victim s leave fam ­ 
ilies here in destitute circum stances. 
G eneral Ruger, com m anding officer at 
F o rt H oning, lias m ade arrangem ents to 
leave at once for M ora w ith several com ­ 
panies of regulars u poD receiving in te lli­ 
gence of any fu rth er trouble.

M o r a (M inn.), J u n e 14th.—Jim Chalty, 
Chief of tb e Snake river band, was iu this 
evening an d conferred w ith C aptain Stanch. 
H e said the trouble was caused by w hisky 
and there w ould be no general uprising 
and lh at th e In d ian s desired to m aintain 
peaceful relations betw een them selves and 
the w hites. 
H e said the Indians w ould as­ 
sist to bring th e m urderer of M agnuson to 
justice. 
T he Indians have been supplied 
w ith w hisky by law less whites, and w hile 
d ru n k they had m ade th e attack. 
It is 
generally believed tb at M agnuson was the 
only one w ho was killed or injured.

A u s t in (Tex ), J u n e 14th.—An incipient 
race w ar began in B astrop county tw enty 
m iles from A ustin to-day. 
A t the last 
election the negroes proved m ost num erous 
at th e polls in Cedar Creek precinct and 
elected for Justice of th e Peace a m an 
nam ed O ranee W ickes and for Constable. 
Isaac 
W ilson, both 
ignorant 
cornfield 
negroes, totally unfit to deal justice either 
to w hites or negroes. 
A few days ago a w hite citizen nam ed 
Alf. L itton w ent to a negro’s cabin and re 
m onstrated w ith him for sending an in su lt­ 
ing m essage to him and his wife. 
F or 
this he was arrested by the negro Constable 
and brought before negro Ju stice W eeks 
for trial. 
W hile the trial was in its pre­ 
lim inary stages the accused turned tow ard 
his law yer and asked him if he could step 
outside a m om ent. 
H e said yes, bu t th e 
negro C onstable said no. 
T he prisoner 
n ot u nderstanding w hat th e negro Con­ 
stable said, w alked out th e door, w hen 
th e Constable fired and killed him in 
slautly. 
T his precipitated a race conffict, 
and knives and pistols were desperately 
used. 
T he first shot of th e Constable was a sig­ 
n al for tb e crow d of negroes in the C ourt­ 
room to fire, and they delivered a perfect 
volley of bullets. 
W h en th e negroes had 
em ptied th eir pistols and firing had ceased 
the follow ing w hite m en were found to be 
sh o t: A lf L ittf» , m ortally w ounded: B. 
Strother, shot twice, badly w ounded: G. 
Schoepf, killed; H ector Glass, dangerously 
w ounded, aud AN N olan, killed. 
P eter 
Bell, negro, was also killed.

—M issionary' W ork. 


Special Correspondence of the R ecop.d-Union.| 
P a r is, May, 1889. 
One would think it an unfair tim e just 
now to judge Paris, but there is always so 
m uch of novelty in the French Capital 
th a t even a great exposition such as has 
begun to-day does not make much change 
in the appearance of the city. 
I t is the 
same old Paris I once saw, only her beau­ 
tiful Tuilleries is gone and the Eiffel 
Tower looms above all, dwarfing the spires 
of N otre Dame, júst as the godlessness of 
the day overtops all religious sentim ent 
throughout this young Republic. 
T he polish and soullessness of Paris 
h urts one after a stay in Germany, and a 
feeling of loneliness and disgust is sure to 
come to the visitor who cares more for the 
real of life than for the glitter ; yet Paris 
lias its charm, and a wonderful spell it is, 
too, for it holds all enchanted, especially 
us Americans, who once come w ithin the 
circle of its power. 
I had not been a day 
in Paris before I had made friends and 
had portioned out a jolly time, in the 
most approved fashion. 
W andering along 
th e Hue 8t. Dominique in the very early 
m orning (I had arrived from Strasbourg 
a t 4 a . m . , I was attracted by the newly 
painted face of a shop ; on coming nearer 
X discovered it to be just w hat I desired of 
a ll places, a restauiaut, and, l>c.st of all, a 
pretty lace looked from the window and 
sm iled as 1 turned to enter. 
This m ight 
be called 
MY FIRST STEP IN TARIS, 
F or 1 had as yet not taken lodgings, and 
had left all my luggage at the station. 
W hen I entered J found the face a little 
older than 1 had supposed, hut still very 
pretty, and my moderate orders for a 
breakfast were received with charm ing 
politeness. 
This was my tirst meeting 
w ith Madam Dussolin, who afterwards be­ 
came one of the features of my Parisian 
visit. Madam lived with her husband, the 
cook, in some rooms at the back of the 
sh o p ; she had three rooms, hut her two 
daughters, M arie and Elsie, occupied one 
and she had none to re n t; she, however, 
knew of a poor widow, (my father, like 
Sam W eller’s, had often warned me), who 
lived m the line St. Jacques, who had a 
lovely room on the third floor, for only a 
frauc (twenty cents) per day. 
Madam was 
so pleasant that I sat talking a long time, 
after my little breakfast, and the rest of 
th e fam ily came in and joined in the con­ 
versation ; the subject was the rather pro­ 
saic one of food and the price of living. 
M y meals at Madam’s should cost less 
th an nothing, so I was told, but at other 
places the prices run much higher. Nev- 
theless, I had afterward at the Dussoiins 
m any a good dinner which, though not 
actually for less than nothing, was seldom 
over a franc. 
In the Kue de Eivoli was a neat restaur­ 
ant, where for twenty cents, a luncheon of 
eggs, soup, m eat or iish with vegetables, 
dessert, and bread, as much as wanted, 
also a half bottle of w ine; for th irty cents, 
the same, but w ith better wine. 
Dinners 
were about the sam e; for forty cents, 
though, a superior 
dinner 
anil 
three 
courses were served. 
Coffee w ith cognac 
was six cent.- extra. 
Nowhere, however, 
can such a dinner be had for so small a 
price as iu San Francisco. 


THE BETTER RESTAURANTS. 
Cost from $ 2 fo $ 4 fo ra dinner, but of 
coursesueh a dinner is a work of art and 
an artist must not be paid in the same 
sm all way as au artisan. 
There are in 
Paris what are called Etablissements de 
Bouillon, where excellent meals can be'had 
at moderate prices, but here you pay for 
everything you have, and find it iu the 
bill given you as you pass out, reckoned 
even down to the napkin, which costs one 
cent and the bread at two cents. 
One finds 
female waiters at these places, and their 
very sombre dresses give the repast an 
appearance of“funeral baked meats” which 
even a bottle of E pernay cannot dispel. 
T he bill of fare at Madaiu Pussolin’s was 
always good, and being w ritten on a slate 
it was amusing to see Madam, or Marie, 
when a certain dish had all been eaten, 
wet her little finger with her tongue and 
w ith one stroke create an hiatus not to 
be filled until the next day. 
Madam 
reckoned her bills also on a slate and pre­ 
sented you with your change. uj>on the 
same, with as much ceremony as if it were 
a silver salver. 


THE MTDMV IN RUE ST. JACDUES 
Took me in, and as 1 i id to pay two francs 
for my room, instead of one, I have a lit- 
tie suspicion that there is a double mean­ 
ing attached to that phrase; but widows 
are given to that sort of thing the world 
o v er; and, after all, forty cents a dav is 
not much for a good room during Exposi­ 
tion time, and having your stockings 
darned, in the bargain. 
Paris has a special Custom-house of its 
own, and at the stations all baggage is ex­ 
amined to see th at no cigars nor tobacco 
are smuggled. 
To me the question was 
sim ply put, if I had anything contraband, 
and answering negatively, my trunks were 
soon on the way, and in a short tim e I was 
comfortably domiciled under the roof of 
the poor, lonely one. 
Thus I found my 
place in Paris, and hail as much (if not 
more) real amusement during my stay as 
if I had had quarters at the great hotels 
patronized by my countrymen, where five 
to ten dollars a day goes for the liare privi­ 
lege of living. 
W ith the Dussoiins I be­ 
come more friendly 
each day, always 
bringing flower- or bon-bons for Madam ! 
or the girls, while old Dussolin made me 
some of his best dishes or treated me to 
liquors after my evening coflee. 
Dussolin, 
I soon learned, was a bit afraid of his bet­ 
ter half. 
Though he was head and shoul- 
<lers above her, her frown would bring him 
down to the level of her foot; he was a 
m an completely under the slipper, as the 
G erm ans say. 
( >ne night 1 asked permis­ 
sion for the good fellow to have an even­ 
ing oil, and Madam, after a little hesita­ 
tion, said he m ight go, but must be surely 
HOME BEFORE MORNING. 
when the simp was close 1, at half-past 
10, and the happy husband had dofled his 
cap and apron and donned his best rig, we 
sallied forth. 
Dussolin was like a liber­ 
ated prisoner and I had to hold him in 
check, for he wanted to go everywhere at 
once ; not a place did he remember which 
he used to frequent in his bachelor davs 
but there he must go again—i>oor, bald­ 
headed father of a family though he was. 
W hen he f ■ ind that I was not to be led 
by his wild fancies, he settled down to a 
more sensible view of hi? liberty. 
Cross­ 
ing the Seine we were soon in the Champs 
Elysees, perhaps the most magnificent 
drive and promenade in the world. 
The 
long rows of lights stretching unbroken to 
the Arc de L 'Etoile, about a mile and a 
h alf away were like chains of gold, while 
cm every side brilliant gardens with music 
offered inducements to rest. 
H ad I not 
had Dussolin on my hands 1 don't know 
w hat I should have done w ith so much to 
amuse me, but knowing the tendency of 
m arried women to say that all bachelors 
lead their 
husbands astray, 
I 
walked 
steadily along until we arrived at a com ­ 
paratively quiet cafe ch au tan t, w here a 
vaudeville entertainm nt was given that 
evening. 
My com panion was very m erry 
a n d like a boy out for a holiday. 
I tried 
for the first tune th e P arisian d rin k , ab­ 
sin th e, a liquor, w hich is m ixed w ith 
w ater and flavored w ith anise or some such 


e x tra c t; I found it rather insipid, and can­ 
not understand how it obtains so many 
votaries and, I must say, victims. 
W hen 
the performance was over we did not want 
to 
go home. 
I 
spoke of 
M adam : 
Dussolin had had four absinthes and said 
he didn’t care a fig for Madam—so away 
we went. 
There was a ball that night in 
th e L atin quarter—Bal B u llie rit; 
was 
quite 
THOROUGHLY PARISIAN, 
But was about the same as the old Jardín 
Mabille, where I remember in I s -2 to 
have met a sober and venerable American 
clergyman w ith his family, 
it was nearly 
3 in the morning when Dussolin grew 
weary of the dance, and tiie exercise hav­ 
ing counteracted the effects of the absinthe, 
he began to think of Madam, and was 
afraid to go home. 
The streets were quite 
deserted; the cool night .air and the quiet 
were precious, th High, after the hot rooms 
of Closerie de Lilas, and so I proposed a 
w alk to the markets to see the opening. 
T he H ailes Centrales are the great m ar­ 
kets ot Paris, and consist of ten huge build­ 
ings of zinc and iron adm irably adapted to 
th eir purpose. The buildings cover twenty- 
two acres. 
Though not yet completed, 
these markets, w ith the land, have cost 
$12,000,000, and they form a most attract­ 
ive and valuable institution. 
There are 
250 stalls in each building, which rent for 
the small sum of 4 cents a day, which, 
however, is enough to pay expenses, 
l u- 
der the m arkets are over a thousand cel­ 
lars for the storing of food in warm 
w eather. One drops easily into statistics 
in such a place, but it is enough to say 
th a t the daily bill of Paris for her food 
amounts to som ething like $000,000 to 
$81*0,000 ; of eggs alone la-t year 400,­ 
000,000 were consumed; let us hope they 
were fresh. 
From French Algiers comes, 
especially in winter, a vast quantity of 
vegetables, so th at at all times of the year 
the city is well supplied. 
The enormous 
num ber of boxes, filled w ith mushrooms, 
amazed me, and Dussolin told me they 
were all grown in the sewers of the c ity ; 
these sewers, however, are models of sweet­ 
ness and cleanliness. 
The produce is sold 
by auction to the wholesale dealers, the 
first thing in tiie morning, and after an 
hour the markets are open to retail buy­ 
ers, who come in swarms with baskets and 
netted bags. 
We were awfully hungry 
after our all-night jaunt, so we had chops 
and potatoes in a neighboring restaurant 
anil then Dussolin, poor fellow, had to go 
back to the clatter of his pans and to tlie 
more

1 was a little tim id myself about going 
to Kue St. Dominique again, but i did, 
and Madam put all the blame on Dusso- 
lin, calling him most terrible names for 
keeping the young foreigner up all night, 
and she wouldn’t let me share the fault 
w ith him, for as she said, I was a good, in­ 
nocent, gentlem anly angel. 
T here is one church in Paris where God 
seeuis to dwell—a quiet, peaceful spot 
where the protestant forgets to protest, 
and enters into the lovely service w ith a 
heart full of praise. 
It is the ( hurch of 
St. Eustache. 
A rchitecturally considered, 
1 am told th at it is a monstrosity, yet 
there is a ejiarm which ail must grant to 
be w ithin these historical walls. T he no­ 
torious l- cast of Reason was held here in 
1793, and it was made, two vears later, a 
tem ple of agriculture. 
Vet despite the 
sacrilege, the spirit of C hristianity still 
liovered about the spot as a holy one, and 
now again has full possession of Its vaulted 
aisles.^ 
Of English-speaking 
places of 
worship in Paris, there are five Episcopal, 
two M ethodist and one each of Baptist, 
Congregational, Scotch and Roman Catho­ 
lic. 
There is 


GOOD WORK DONE BY MISSIONARIES 
In Paris, work, which is real work, w ith­ 
out that supporting romance connected 
w ith the same undertaking in Africa or 
Asia. 
It is plain, evetyday, humdrum 
work, but great good is accomplished, not 
so much among the French as among our 
own unhappy countrymen and women who 
have wandered here in hopelessness. Miss 
Leigh’s establishment for homeless girls 
and the McAll Mission are greatly deserv­ 
ing-. Miss Leigh lias lately married a Ca­ 
nadian Bishop, and they together will con­ 
tinue to follow in the track of the Master. 
Miss de Broen and Air. M eyer also have 
religious and medical missions. 
I know 
you are pleased that I have not given you 
the dimensions of the Eiffel Tower, nor 
dragged you through the Louvre, both of 
w hich we have ever with us ad nauseam. 
There were excursions though w ith Madam, 
M arie and Elsie to the many lieautiful 
suburbs which I hope soon to share with 
you.

T h e F irst P ostm istress. 
T he first Postmistress was the widow of 
Colonel Andrew Balfour of Revolutionary 
times. 
She was a Miss Elizabeth Dayton 
ot Newport, R. I. 
Balfour came to Am er­ 
ica from Edhi'-nrgh, Scotland, in 1772, 
landing at Boston. 
H e was a few years in 
the N orth and m arried Miss Dayton in 
New York city. 
In 1777 he sailed for 
Charleston, but the distracted state of the 
country induced him to leave his wife and 
her children with relations In New Eng­ 
land until he could prepare a Southern 
home for them , but soon after this the tide 
of war turned South and rolled its wave 
over the Carolinas, and her husband cast 
In his lot with the defenders of the home 
of his adoption (N orth Carolina), but he 
soou fell a victim to the barbarity of a 
party of royalists, led by Colpnel Fannin, 
a B ritish officer, who murdered Balfour in 
his house in the presence of a sister and 
his eldest child. 
As soon as Mrs. Balfour heard of her 
husband’s tragic death she hastened South, 
coming in care of G eneral Greene, who 
landed at W ashington. 
From thence it 
was a tedious trip through the country 
to th e home in Randolph county, where 
her noble husband was m urdered. 
As the 
country was still unsafe, Mrs 
Balfour 
deemed it improper to live iij>on the planta­ 
tion. 
W ith sorrow she turned away from 
his lonely resting place and went to Salis­ 
bury until she could return to the spot so 
dear to her. 
W hile residing in Salisbury, 
President W ashington appointed iier Post­ 
mistress, which position was filled with en­ 
tire satisfaction, and when her accounts 
were audited she was only one-half a cent 
behind.— Sunny Smth.

As an example of the lack of discipline 
on hoard the vessels of the H aytian navy, 
Mr. Palm er relates the following amusing 
incident: The I>essalineshad just returned 
from a cruise and anchored at Port au 
Prince, close to the shore.

1 wish th at it were in my pow er to p e r­ 
suade young girls who w onder w hat they 
shall do to earn th e ir living, th a t it is really 
b etter to choose some business th at is in th e 
line of a wom an’s n atu ral work. 
T h ere is 
a great repugnance at th e th o u g h t of l>eing 
a servant, but a g irl is no less a servant to 
th e m an who owns th e shop w here she 
stands all day behind th e counter, th an 
she is w here she w aits upon th e table, or 
cooks th e din n er in a pleasant house; and 
to m y m ind there would not be a m om ent’s 
question betw een th e two ways of going 
out to service. 
T he wages are better, th e 
freedom and 
lil>erty are double in one 
w hat thev are in th e other. 
If instead of 


the sham service that is given by ignorant, 
and really overpaid servants to-day, sensi­ 
ble New England girls who are anxious to 
be taking care of themselves and earning 
good wages, would fit themselves at the 
cooking-schools, or in any way they found 
available, they would not long wait for 
employment, and they would be valued 
immensely by their employers. 
W hen one 
realizes how hard it is to "find good women 
for every kind of work in our houses, and 
w hat prices many rich people are more 
than willing to pay if they can. be well 
suited, it is a wonder more girls are not 
ready to seize the chances. 
It is because

O ne Y ear o f ilig h L icen se. 
To-day the high license law begins the 
second year of its existence as a statute of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
For 
a twelvem onth it has been subjected to the 
severe tests of actual enforcement,rendered 
all the more searching because of the 
diverse interpretations of its provisions in ­ 
dulged in by Judges of the various Courts, 
and because of the scarcely disguised hos­ 
tility of fanatical Prohibitionists on t lie one 
hand and of the advocates of unrestricted 
sale or unlim ited license on the other. 
There arc counties in the State in which 
it _ has been bent lrom its purpose to 
suit the views of one or the other of these 
antagonistic factions; yet the confidence of 
the great mass of the people in the statute 
as a wise measure o f regulation and restric­ 
tion has steadily remained unshaken. 
In this city, under a careful and prudent 
adm inistration of the law, its beneficial 
results have been so im m ediate and so ap­ 
parent th at it is doubtful if more than the 
merest handful of people outside of the 
num ber ot those directly interested in the 
traffic would desire to see the old order of 
things restored. 
The high license law 
has brought peace and order to locali­ 
ties 
where 
bcfoie 
its 
advent rioting, 
confusion and misrule 
made dav 
and 
night hideous. 
It has commanded in­ 
creased respect for and strengthened the 
hands of municipal authority. 
It has put 
an end to the use of the saloon as a ren­ 
dezvous for crim inals or as a tool in the 
hands 
of 
political 
corruptionists. 
The 
twelve 
hundred 
odd 
sellers of 
liquor at retail in the city are picked 
men, who recognize their obligations to 
uphold and to obey the law. 
To take the 
saloon out ot politics ; 
to drive thieves, 
tiiugs and desperadoes out of the liquor 
business and commit it to the hands of 
men who may be trusted not to abuse the 
privilege, and to create a general senti- 
niímt in favor of sobriety and self-restraint 
—“ ese ar? among the im portant reforms 
promised by high license of which the 
community has already witnessed the ful­ 
fillment. 
It is not likely th at the people of Penn­ 
sylvania will surrender so valuable an ad­ 
junct of social reform and good govern­ 
m ent at the behests of extrem ists devoted 
either to rain water or to rum. 
T he high 
license law is well worthy another year’s 
trial.—Philadelphia Record. 


W a stin g L abor F u n d s. 
The workers of this country have paid 
an enormous sum of money into the treas­ 
uries of the K nights of Labor. 
Its use 
may have been of service to labor, but 
probably no one will claim th at the money 
could not have been of vastly greater serv­ 
ice to labor if used differently. 
The sale 
of Pythagoras H all in New York the 
other day shows how careless some of the 
officials of the organization are dealing 
w ith the funds of workingmen. 
They 
took aliout $80,000 of the money obtained 
from the wage-earners of the State and 
bought this hall, subject to a mortgage of $36,­ 
000. 
The mortgage was foreclosed and the 
property sold for $40,500, or only enough 
to cancel the mortgage and cover the ex­ 
penses of the sale. 
Of the nearly $80,000 
paid by the K nights of I.abor, not a cent 
is recovered—the wage-earners are “cleaned 
out” of the whole amount, simply through 
the had financial management of the or­ 
ganization. 
If all ihe millions of dollars contributed 
by members of this organization through­ 
out the country had been well invested in­ 
stead of being wasted in th e effort to sup­ 
port hopeless strikes and in support of 
walking delegates, organized labor would

\\ ould I advise the struggling farmer 
to sell his little tract in the inclement 
north and invest the proceeds iu the more 
generous soil of this summer countrv? 
Most certainly n o t! 
On the contrary, I 
would earnestly protest against such pro­ 
ceeding on the part of the poor man. until 
he has looked the ground over thorough!v 
for him self aud intelligently calculated the 
possibilities and tiie drawbacks. 
The rich 
man, or the well-to-do, can afford to trv 
experiments, but for those to whom exist­ 
ence is a struggle, who began life with 
nothing aud whose families have increased 
taster than their capital, the serious ques­ 
tion of wherewithal to be clothed and 
led can best lie coped with in the l imed 
States. 
I want to tell you fairly the pros and 
eons w ithin my knowledge. 
To induce 
im migration here, the Mexican Govern­ 
ment has made liberal concessions. 
By 
going through the formula oi becoming a 
colonist, the settler is exempt from m ili­ 
tary duty for twenty years, and for this 
length of tim e nearly all articles of neces­ 
sity and home consumption come to him 
free of the heavy im port duty which for 
others makes living so expensive in Mex­ 
ico. 
By the late colonization law, lie i- 
also exem pt from land taxes, and taxes on 
personal property, being subject only to 
certain stamp duties on accounts, docu­ 
ments and writings, and to the duties, 
interstate and municipal, which exist in ail 
the States and towns of M exioojin tobacco, 
spirituous liquors, and* a few articles of 
luxury. 
On the other hand, there is the 


LACK OF RAILROAD COMMUN'll ATION 
To be considered, the great distance from 
all the acknowledged Centers of civilization, 
and the fact that he is living under a for­ 
eign Governm ent, which, though running 
smoothly in Diaz’ hands, has not in the 
past proved ¡Gel:' the most stabl. under 
the sun. 
President Diaz L not immortal, 
nor is it likely, however much he may 
wish it, that he can spend all his life in 
the Executive chair. 
Ac<ording to the 
high-handed methods of these uncertain 
people during the last h alf centurv. might 
and opjH.rtunity make right, and it is not 
impossible that a subsequent A dm inistra­ 
tion may undo all that lias been done by 
this, take away every inch of soil that has 
been ceded to Americans, and make it ad­ 
visable for those sons of libertv to skip 
home across the border faster than thev 
came. 
Besides all that, not least among 
the present drawbacks to im m igration from 
the United States is the fact that the 
English are possessing themselves and ab­ 
: solutcly controlling tiie gigantic scheme of 
colonization th at was begun as a purelv 
A merican enterprise. 
Then there are the ever-present doubts 
which certain claims, based on old Span­ 
ish grants, have caM upon the reliability 
of titles to land purchased hereabouts. 
So 
far, those mildewed grants have not invali­ 
dated a single purchase of the Interna­ 
tional Company, but some of them make a 
great deal of annoyance. 
Those troubles, 
however, are not lim ited to Lower Califor­ 
nia, for in other parts of th e world broods 
of claimants have been spawned from vast 
tracts of real estate. 
Everybody remem­ 
bers how the indefatigable" M yra Clarke 
G aines harrassed New Orleans w ithin an 
inch of its life; how the peace of Chicago 
was assailed hv a claim ant who enjoyed 
the heritage of an Indian grant, and how 
great properties in New York were a t­ 
tacked by t{ie heirs of a D utch settler, 
Anneke J>ans. 


AS TO THESE SPANISH GRANTS, 
They have every one been forfeited long, 
long ago. 
The crown did not give awav 
its possessions in such generous measure 
w ithout attaching conditions calculated to 
bring in some return. 
It stipulated that 
mines should be worked, colonies estab­ 
lished, and a yearly tribute from the in­ 
crease of the land be paid into th e public 
treasury. 
I or a time th e conditiuns were, 
perhaps, complied w ith ; hut eventually 
the settlers became indifferent, progress 
stopped, mines were abandoned, and the 
country lapsed into ruin. 
Meanwhile, the 
far-away m other country was too much 
worried by troubles at home to pay close 
attention to her infant colonies in the New 
W orld, and then, through the Mexican 
revolution, she lost them entirely. 
The 
M exican Republic never renewed those 
ancient grants, and the people of the Pen­ 
insula lost al! interest in it—until Yankee 
enterprise made it of value. 
Then with 
m uch and Riany threats they set up 
m ythical claims, which few have been so 
foolhardy as to bring into the Courts. 
I\ hile land in Lower California is not 
particularly cheap, as compared to much 
in the I nited States, it has not yet gone 
beyond the reach of men in moderate 
circumstances. 
For example, the best 
town lots in San Carlos bring from $100 to 
$1,000 each, according to size, and in the 
beautiful valley of San Rafael, which has 
50,000 acres of rich, black loam, sells for 
$20 per acre, and there are no trees to cut 
down, no stumps like decayed teeth to be 
extracted, no m alaria, and neither exces­ 
sive heat nor cold. 
The International 
Company especially encourages the immi­ 
gration of working people. 
I.abor is not 
so high here as in some portions of Upper 
California, but the laboring man is spared 
m any of the expenses incident to life in a 
colder climate. 


THE CLIMATE IS PERPETUAL MAY. 
Frosts are unknown except in the highest 
altitudes, and flowers bloom the whole 
year through. 
In the valleys, w hich are 
generally 
well 
watered 
by 
m ountain 
springs, semi-tropical fruits flourish to per­ 
fection. 
There are lemons, oranges, figs, 
bananas, olives, 
grapes, 
pomegranates, 
apricots, side by side with apples, corn, 
wheat, oats and barley. 
Among possible 
products, as demonstrated by experiments, 
are sugar-cane, cotton and tobacco. Grapes 
are grown in the valleys without irriga­ 
tion, hut on the mesas it is required for ail 
except citrus fruits. 
Raisin graj.es grow 
lietter 
here 
than 
farther 
north, and 
prunes and nectarines 
command 
good 
prices. 
Apricots flourish here as in few 
places on the globe, and always find abun­ 
dant market, dried %ur canned, lioth in 
Europe and America. 
Among the ranches th at have come un­ 
der my observation, a few will do as 
samples. 
There is th at of a New H am p­ 
shire man, who came to Upper California 
thirty years ago and has lived some time 
near Ensenada. 
H e states that his orange 
trees, planted from the seed nine years 
ago, are bearing well, as also are his 
bananas, eight years old. 
H e has one 
olive tree, nine years old, which last year 
yielded sixteen gallons of oil, selling at an 
average of 75 cents per gallon. 
A single 
grape-vine yielded 900 pounds of grapes, 
and his lemons, peaches, apricots and tigs 
all bore wonderfully. 
C. L. Shields, a K entuckian, lives w ith 
his family a few miles from Ensenada. H e 
has ten acres in wheat, which last year 
yielded 208 bushels. 
Besides other crops 
he sells about seventy-five bushels of Eng­ 
lish walnuts every year, and considers that 
those trees pay better than so many cows. 
The Amados family (Mexicans) live on 
a small farm in 


THE SANTO TOMAS VALLEY. 
They have sixty-two olive trees that are 


over 130 years old, and have not been 
trim med or cultivated for more than half 
a century, yet they produce from $000 to 
$1,000 worth of olives every year. 
L ast 
year, f.otu about three thousand vines of 
the old Mission grape, they made 5,500 
gallons of wine (which sold for $3,500 . 
and 150 gallons of brandv. They also sold 
one hundred gallons of liquor de Tun a 
made from a species of cacti, for $1 75 prr 
gallon. 
An American widow, Mrs. W ardell, 
runs and manages 000 acres, which she 
bought of the International 
Coiupanv 
about two years ago. 
She has raised corn, 
two crops a year, eight feet high, and oats 
seven feet from the ground. 
H er melons 
and vegetables astonish the natives, and 
hers is one of the show places of the sec­ 
tion. 
A n Italian colonist is growing grapes 
and m aking wine w ith great success. 
A 
B ritish officer, who has cultivated the vine 
iu I pper California, is now pursuing tiie 
sami**»vocation on th e Peninsula, because 
he says he can get more Itere for It is 
money. 
A company of young men from 
New \ crk, proteges of Andrew Carnagie. 
have purchased several 
hundred acres 
with the intention of following Horace 
Greeley's advice of growing up with the 
country. 
liftv families ot Swede.-, who 
enriched themselves in Kansas, and became 
weary of t lie extrem es of heat and cold 
there, will begin again as pioneers on 1,500 
acres of new land in Lower California. 


AMONG OTHER INTERESTING . U.o: 
Is a young German Baron and his 
who raise fat poultry on one of the 
com­ 
pany s ranches. 
They are in a lietter posi­ 
tion to enjoy life than most -eti!er~. being 
in receipt of a m onthly income from the 
old country. 
There is an English countrv 
gentleman, who. disgusted w ith the fall of 
rents at home, sold his paternal estate and 
came to m ak e s home in the new land, 
litis Britisher, whose tine stock has wan 
many a prize at Islington, says: 
“ I shall 
import the best cattleand horses, and have 
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the very ! 
more, I’ll iiavea colony 
here. 
W hen you come 
you shall have the best 
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fellows 
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es to rid 
tiie best of milk to drink, the best food 
eat, and the best of company to enterta 
you. 
The clim ate and soil are far ahead 
of old Ebgland, and 1 am awfully glad I 
came.” 
There are lords, and counts, and barons, 
and other titled personages from across the 
sea, and “younger sons’* of noble houses hv 
the score. 
Many of them howling swells 
at home, who here settle down to business 
with grim determ inate n and do not dis- 
datn to blister their aristocratic digits in 
grubbing roots or digging for m ineral 
wealth. 
And truth compels me to add 
that there are 
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DISCOURAGED PEOPLE 
H ere too—plenty of them who invested 
their thousands while the boom was high, 
and now see no way of realizing an interest 
on their capital or of getting it out again. 
There arc lonesome people and homesick 
ones, stranded here by business interests,who 
have learned to hate the crude elements of 
border life and to pine for the social pleas­ 
ures of older communities. 
And there are 
disappointed tillers of the soil, who sacri­ 
ficed Eastern homes to come here, impelled 
by hopes that have not been realized. 
You ask w hat will settler- do with tiie 
products of their industry ? 
t an thev ex­ 
port the surplus grains, hay, fruits and 
vegetables to foreign markets, or to M exi­ 
can m arkets outside of Lower California 
w ithout paym ent of duties and w ith profit? 
Not to mention exports to the near-by 
m arkets of the United States, there is a 
demand, at high prices, for nearly every­ 
thing he can raise, in the M exican cities 
south of here— Guavmas, M azatlan, San 
Bias, M anzanillo and Acapulco—the ports 
of those great States. Sonora, Sinaloa, J a ­ 
lisco, Colima and G uerrero. And here the 
Mexican tariff is of benefit to the settler 
by shutting out com petition from other 
countries. 
H e can easily avail him self of 
these markets by any of the steamers that 
run regularly around the peninsula and 
down the western coast of Mexico. 
Some 
of them receive subsidies from the Gov­ 
ernm ent, and all carry the m all—a practi­ 
cal demonstration th at the Government 
means to favor the colonist by bringing to 
him all her orders and taking away his 
produce. 
As to the all-im portant question of water 
supply, w ithout which the best of soil 
would he valueless: 
T he story th at it 
seldom rains in Lower California and never 
thunders, is a m vth. 
I have known it to 
rain a week a t a time, entirely out of 
what is considered the rainy season. 


TH UNDER-SHOWER* ARE NOT UNCOMMON. 
The range of hills and mountains run­ 
ning down the peninsula and rising into 
peaks 12,000 and 15,000 feet high, are na­ 
ture’s store house for rain in summer and 
snows in winter, from which the adjacent 
table-lands and valleys can be bountifully 
supplied w ith water all the year around. 
The hand of man is necessary to utilize 
this great natural reservoir to make it 
meet his domestic needs. 
From ordinary 
wells, w ith windmills, orchards and gar­ 
dens can he irrigated to a considerable ex­ 
tent, and artesian water is obtainable at a 
depth of from five to tw enty feet. 
In 
most places the w inter rains alone suffice 
for one good crop, and w ith irrigation m ir­ 
acles have been performed. 
Those engaged in stock-raising assert 
that these ranges are far preferable to 
those of Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota and 
M ontana, where blizzards bring suffering 
and death to the cattle and loss to the 
owners. 
In those northern localities a 
yearly increase of 65 percent, is considered 
exceptionally good, w hile here 90 per 
cent, increase is the average. 
Grass is 
plentiful, the varieties being wild oats, 
wild clover, alfileria and m ountain bunch 
grass. 
Cattle also feed and fatteu upon 
many varieties of shrubs, with which the 
foothills abound. 
H ere, as in ail northern 
Mexico, tiie customarv plan for herding 
stock is to divide them into bands of 500 
to 1,500 each, locating each band at a well, 
spring or running stream, and placing it 
under the direct care of a family, who 
shall reside at this center as a part of his 
duty. 
These hands have a reasonable 
range allowed them, an occasional change 
being made. 
• 
The same advantages of climate, food 
and water apply equally well to the rear­ 
ing of horses, mules, sheep and goats. 
The 
horses raised are noted for their endurance 
and the sheep are said to produce a wool 
of rem arkable evenness, there being no 
severe storms to injure th e fibre.

Sir John A. Macdonald, the Premier of 
Canada, and chief promoter of the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Kail way. declared a year ago to 
the editor of the Pall H all Gazette that his 
cbi^f aim was to establish a strong Gov­ 
ernment on this continent, based upon 
monarchical principles, ar.d, at the same 
tim e, he expressed his ardent espousal of 
the cause of British Imperial Confederation 
—the Canadian Pacific Railway being the

President Van Horne o f the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was compelled to own up 
to this entire subsidy before the Interstate 
Commerce Committee of the United States 
Senate at its last session in New York. 
Recently there has appeared a statement, 
which I have not yet been able to verity, 
that during its late session the Dom inion 
Parliament appropriated 
$53000,000 for 
railway subsidies. 
The total cost of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, with its equipment, plant, etc., 
was, 
however, only 
$105,000,000. 
The 
total stock, bonds and liabilities of the 
road am ount to only $121,000,000. 
The enorm ous subsidy granted to this 
com pany so greatly in excess of the cost or 
capital of the road has enabled it to enter 
upon bold schem es for the capture o f 
American commerce. 
This .it has cone 
and is now doing. 
A steam er line has been established on 
the Pacific with a subsidy of $300.000 a 
year as against $16.750 paid by the United 
States Government for the carriage of our 
Asiatic m ails. 
Besides, the 
Dom inion 
Government has just grauted a subsidy of 
■$•500,000 a year to an Atlantic steamer fine 
from St. Johns, N. B , or H alifax, upon the 
com pletion of the Canadian Pacific lin e 
soon lo be opened across the State of 
Maine. 
These steamers on the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific will also receive "Admiralty” subsi­

transported free of duty across her terri­ 
tory, w hile Canadians are every year ship­ 
ping m illions of merchandise across our 
territory tree of duty. 
The story is one of 
international relationships between a sm all 
country whose foreign policy is shrewdly 
commercial and a large country whose for­ 
eign policy is ingenuously political. At last 
we are confronted by a politico-m ilitary 
policy regarding the conduct of commerce, 
such a3 characterizes the com mercial rela­ 
tions existing between contiguous coun­ 
tries in Europe. 
Our northern neighbor 
has thus forced us to the consideration ot a 
new international policy which shail pro­ 
vide adequate securities for the honor, the 
dignity and the interest of the United 
States.

with flam ing posters, anu the latter have 
agreed to give excursion rates on that day. 
A person who w ill go to Sacramento to ce'l- 
ebrate the day when in YVoodlar.d they 
can see three flags floating in the air, a 
parade of juvenile horribles and a shote- 
tight, should be ostracized by ail good so­ 
ciety. 
YVoodland may be a little slow in 
celebrating but she gets there in her own 
peculiar way. 
Let the hell-bounds on the 
other side o f the California Tiber put that 
in their pipes and sm oke it. 


A poultry raiser residm g near this city 
makes the follow ing suggestions: 
The poultry raiser's greatest bane in 
this clim ate is vermin. 
Our long hot sum­ 
mers and m ild winters are peculiarly 
favorable for the growth of parasites, and 
they m ultiply w^th the greatest rapidity 
and inft.it. every nook and crevice of the 
hen house. 
The red m ite is especially 
prolific and persistent, it- size enabling it 
to congregate by thousands in the sm allest 
cracks and 
nail-iioles, and the poultry 
grower who thinks he has got rid of it 
often finds to his sorrow a short tim e after­ 
wards how many thousands of them to the 
square inch a hennery can support. 
The 
most effectual roost 1 can find tor keeping 
them within bounds is a movable one. 
Two saw-horses are made, about three feet 
high, and long enough lo come w ithin 
eight or ten inches of each side o f the hen 
house. 
The advantage o f making* them 
thus short is that the vermin have no op­ 
portunity of getting from the roost to the 
.-i.les of the » tildiog, except bg going to 
the ground. 
Lay poles or scantling for 
the roosts across these saw-hoe-es, and you 
have roosts which you can easily clean. 
The lice congregate under the poles, where 
they touch the horses, and a bottle of ker­ 
osene with a quill in the cork applied to 
these places when the poles arc turned 
over keeps the verm in w ithin 
bounds. 
About once a year I take the horses and 
poles out doors, cover them with kerosene 
and set them on lire. 
The heat and tire 
destroy all lice and egg- on them, and a 
coat o f whitewash wiil leave both roo-:- 
and house in prime condition for a long 
tim e. 
The accum ulation o f droppings is 
the principal source c f verm in in the hen­ 
nery, and as they make a valuable manure 
its pays iu more ways than one 
to remove 
them often. 
Since adopting this style of 
roosts the sides of the house have never 
been infested with lice. 


TO SUCCEED W ITH ASPARAGUS. 
The first ami most important point is 
to select land 
that is naturally or arti­ 
ficially tmderdrained. 
R ich, m oist allu ­ 
vial ¡ami, containing considerable -and, 
is best, if the land is well drained. 
A 
dry sandy kiioli, it' rich enough, w ill pro­ 
duce a fair crop, but not as good a one as 
moister land. 
Provided the drainage is 
good, asparagus delights in an abundance 
of water. 
W ith good drainage and plenty 
of water and plant food, the character of 
the soil, as to 
whether it is sandy, or 
clayey, or rnuckey, is not essential to 
success. 
A soil that contains a little elav 
and a good deal of sand, with sonte muck, 
is best, but this is not h alf so important 
as thin planting and heavy manuring. 
Y ou cannot stake the land too rich. 
" W hen should the plants Lie set out?” 
E ither in the autumn or spring. 
But 
w hether you plant in spring or fall, be­ 
, 
■ 
till it i3 fine and m ellow. 
" How shall we 
piant ." 
First, get some good, fresh two- 
year-old roots. 
Then, if you are going to 
plant a snitri! bed in the garden, stretch 
a line not less than four feet from any 
other plant, and with a hoe make holes 
along the line, eighteen inches or three 
feet apart, four inches deep, and large 
enough 
to hold the plants when the 
roots are spread out horizontally. 
Do 
not make deep holes straight down in 
the ground and stick the roots in as you 
would a cabbage, but spread out the roots. 
After the roots are set out cover them 
with fine soil, and that is all there is to 
it. 
Then move the line three feet from 
the first row and repeat the planting till 
the bed is finished. 
In the field make 
the rtfws with a common corn-marker, 
three feet apart each way and set out a 
plant where the rows cross. 
It is little 
more work to plant an acr: 
than an acre of potatoes.— 
riculturist. 
GARDEN MANURE. 
T iie best manure for either vegetables or 
fruits i- w ell decomposed barn-yard ma­ 
nure. 
It is not adviseable to use fresh 
manure, as in such a condition it is unfit 
fur plant food, and if it is put into the soil 
dry and fresh, it is a long tim e before it 
gets in condition so that the roots of plants 
derive nourishment from it ; better place it 
in a Heap and allow it to krroent aud ml 
before putting it into the ground. A writer 
in the Practical Farmer -ays all vegetables 
require w ell manured soil, some, of course, 
much moro than others. 
Cabbage, celery 
sweet corn and cauliflowers, especially’, re­ 
quire rich soil. 
For peas, beans and toma­ 
toes; it the soil-i- 
in tolerably good condi­ 
tion, a top dress of wood ashes applied 
after plowing and w ell harrowed in, is e x ­ 
cellent in most kinds of soil. 
I have often 
raised better crops of these vegetables when 
an application of- wood a-ltes wa- given 
than when barn-yard manure was used; 
Ihere was less vine and more fruil. 
W ork­ 
ing the ground at the proper tim e is 
another c—enti.il to he attended to. Clayey 
land has to be carefully worked, especially 
when plowed in the spring. 
If wet when 
plowed it rent in-- in a Jumpy condition all 
summer, and as a consequence poor crops 
can only be expected. 
Thorough cultiva­ 
tion 
before the seeds are put into the 
ground greatly accelerates the work dur­ 
ing the entire season. 


IIORSE DENTISTRY. 
*» 
More trouble and lack of condition are 
caused by ulcerated and irregular teeth 
than i- generally supposed. 
Such teeth 
should be promptly removed with forceps. 
There is no reason to doubt that a horse 
with ulcerated teeth suffers as intensely 
from toothache as a human subject. 
Ir­ 
regular growth or fractures of the enamel 
on the outer edges make the teeth so rough 
as to injure the in.-ide of the check, some­ 
times causing ulcers. 
In other cases some 
of the grinders grow more closely than 
others and fail to meet those in the oppo­ 
site jaw, causing what is called “quidding” 
or imperfect mastication o f the food. 
The 
remedy is to file the teeth into the proper 
shape. 
Horse dentistry is now recognized 
as an important branch of veterinary prac- 
tice.— Ameritum Agririlturisl.

FARM NOTES. 
“The surroundings should be kept so 
neat and attractive to the voting members 
of the fam ily as to cultivate in them a de­ 
sire to remain on the farm,” is the Spring­ 
field Republican's prescription for heading 
off'a common tendency. 
YVe agree with the Orange county Fanner 
when it says : 
“YVe rather prefer butter 
that is made by a woman, if she is up to 
the time in butter-m aking. 
YVe feel sure

butter-makers.” 
The m ixing of sweet and sour cream

Q uite a trade is now done in the tail 
teathers of turkeys. 
The feathers on the 
s°cond and third joints of the wings are 
also in demand. 
1 he-e featheis are made 
into leather dusters, and even the small 
feathers are som etimes stripped and ap­ 
plied to use in the arts. 
In this age of 
progress nothing is lost or thrown awav, 
and all kinds o f feathers should be saved. 
To have pasture well stocked with g ra ss, 
tlic pasture should he divided into two sec­ 
tions, which allows the grass to grow in ; 
one while the- cattle are grazing on the 
other. 
When gra s is kept too close, and 
constantly trampled by the animals, it is 
liable to be killed should a drought come. 
By alternating stock on pastures the grass 
will grow better and the animals secure 
more food with less labor. 
In the day of homespun the sheep was 
an absolute necessity on the farm— the ! 
animal died in debt of its owner. 
It is a 
great mistake to suppose woolens were 
more generally used than at present. More 
than six and a half pounds of wool per 
capita arc used now against three pounds 
forty years ago. 
There has not 6een a 
corresponding increase in the number of 
sheep, but the yield of fleece has more 
than doubled.

That is to say, that 
the British road shall be permitted to tap 
tine American lines for the transit trade 
and to divert and absorb out commerce. 
The lack of reciprocal spirit on the part 
of the Canadians is pointed out by the fact 
that while Canada has shipped forty 
millions of produce free into the territory 
of the United States, she refuses to allow 
us to ship the meager products of our sea 
fisheries across her territory duty free. 
It 
will be evident to whoever studies ever 
so little, the questions suggested by Mr. 
Nim m olhat the purpose of Canada in build­ 
ing her transcontinental railway has been 
to unite its sections, cultivate trade be­ 
tween them, establish rapid communica­ 
tion and thus augment strength, and to 
discourage trade with the United .States, 
and, in addition, to command the Oriental 
business and do as much of American 
transcontinental traffic business belonging 
to the United States, as it cgn wrest from 
us or browbeat us into granting. 
It has 
already succeeded in diverting much of 
the trade of American cities from Ameri­ 
can lines of transportation. 
How much 
more progress in that direction Canada 
shall 
be permitted to make is for the 
American people to decide. 
If it- is better 
for the interests of our common country 
that traffic originating in the United States 
and to be delivered in tlie United States, 
shall take a circuitous route through a 
foieign country, over a foreign line, and 
pay tribute to foreign capital, then the 
sooner we abandon our own system of 
transportation the better.

A DIRECT ASSAULT. 


We publish this morning an article from 
the pen of the distinguished publicist and 
statistician, Joseph Nimmo, Jr., who was 
for so many years connected with the Na­ 
tional Bureau of Statistics, uptgi the ag­ 
gressions of British influences upon the 
commerce, and 
possibly 
the 
national 
strength of the United States. 
W e invite our readers to give it a care­ 
ful perusal, and to submit it to the analysis 
of thoughtful reason. 
It will not be found 
dull and prosaic reading by any means 
but to possess an interest that will awaken 
the concern oí every well-wisher of the 
country. In no other paper has the subject 
of British aggression from the north been 
so forcibly set forth, or its details more 
clearly debated. 
Mr. Nimmo shows that the policy that 
begat the Canadian Pacific Railway is a 
political and military one, long considered, 
deep-laid and dangerous, not only to our 
commercial interests, but to our internal* 
development and trade, and if there should 
come about a clash of arms between Eng­ 
land and the United .States, that the road 
will prove dangerous to our national su­ 
premacy upon the continent. 
A purpose 
of the construction of the road was to shut 
railway extensions by Americans out of 
the Dominion. So far as that is concerned 
we have no right to complain. 
But a 
further purpose was to rob American car­ 
riers of their home traffic. 
A third pur­ 
pose was to establish a military road be­ 
tween Pacific and Atlantic ports, that in 
case of difficulty would put us to defense 
of the longest frontier line upon the conti­ 
nent. 
More than this, another purpose in 
the building of the road was to relate it to 
a line of Pacific steamers competing on 
terms that to us are unequal for the Oriental 
trade, these 
steamers being subsidized 
under the express condition that thev 
shall be of a character to enable them to 
be used, upon sudden call, as “ armoerd 
cruisers.” 


Whew the British Oovcrnment, through 
the agency of i’s American dependencies, 
subsidized the Canadian Pacific Railwav, 
it did to upon a. gigantic scale. 
No other 
. corporation has, in the history of the world 
been so richly endowed, or by direct gift 
of money, lauds and credit, and complete 
freedom from taxation, been so admirably 
equipped for the impairment of American 
commerce and the dangerous crippling of 
the American system of transcontinental 
railroads. 
By means that certainly justify 
governmental inquiry this foreign road has 
acquired the privilege of a way through 
the State of Maine, giving it an Atlantic 
terminus. 
By this agency it has hoped to 
carry transcontinental freight in bond, and 
escape the barrier of the tariff, but recent 
advices are to the effect that the refusal of 
the Washington Government to permit 
this bonded passage has had a very dis­ 
piriting effect upon the Canadian competi­ 
tors of the handicapped American roads. 


Mr. Nimmo, 
in 
his 
article, which 
we publish this morning upon “Canadian 
Aggression,” establishes these important 
facts : That the Dominion, by a system of 
rebates of tolls on produce of the United 
States passing around the lakes by the 
Canadian canals, is engaging in a system 
of stealing our commerce, since it is in di­ 
rect violation of the covenants of recip­ 
rocity in the Washington treaty. 
That 
by building the tax-free and enormously 
subsidized Canadian Pacific Railway, it 
places the American railroads at unfair 
advantage— a disadvantage so great that 
fair 
competition 
for 
transcontinental 
freight carriage is out of the question. As 
a result the American roads can operate 
and meet their obligations only by charges 
upon local traffic, and thus the people of 
the United States are to be made to pay 
directly into thb cotfers of the English 
company, a sum equal to its gains by rea­ 
son of the through business it wrests from 
the American roads. 
The Canadian road is subsidized for 
fill5,000,000; a sum greater than the ag­ 
gregated subsidizes and grants made to all 
the transcontinental American railways. 
The Canadian road, thus equipped and 
with subsidized steamers and guaranteed 
debt, and free from obligation to pay 
taxes or to meet any serious interest calls, 
has now the assurance to demand of the 
American Secretary of the Treasury that 


Mr. Nimmo’s article, which we would 
not undertake to sketch with any fullness, 
since it is so concise and trenchant that it 
is not possible to outline it with satisfac­ 
tion, contains some very startling fac ts and 
amazing figures. 
It shows why the great 
English fortress in sight of our shores is 
built in the North Pacific waters, and 
what the British officer meant when he 
declared that the fortress holds a pistol at j of enforcin 
the head of- San Francisco. 
He makes it 
clear to the commonest understanding how 
the Canadian company is cutting off our 
Asiatic commerce, and putting chains upon 
the wheels of the American competing 
roads; how it is that Canada, with her 
0,000.000 population, is able to capture 
from the 00,000,000 people of the United 
States the largest part of our Asiatic com­ 
merce, and a goodly portion of our local 
traffic which we appear to be unable to 
adequately defend. 
H e makes more un­ 


harm 
bility in the theory that the murder of 
Dr. Cronin may be related to the English 
“secret service,” and cites as an instance 
the death of Constable Whelahan, killed 
while ostensibly suppressing a moonlight 
affrav, it being subsequently proved that 
he was the official instigator of the assault 
upon the farm-house. 
The Monitor also 
quotes the opinion of John Devoy, who 
says that the Irish people in America, and 
particularly the Irish Nationalist*:, “owe 
it to themselves to see that the murderers 
of Dr. Cronin are hanged.” The Journal of 
the New South, an Irish pajver, is also quoted 
as oí the opinion that the death ol Cronin 
may be chargeable to English agencies, 
“but if Irishmen killed Cronin, they are 
traitors to the name;” and it adds that “ a 
stigma re-ts upon Irishmen and will never 
be removed until the murderers are pun­ 
ished ”—which remark is practically the 
expression to which the R ecord -U nios has 
given voice. 
This may, therefore be taken 
as the Irish view of the case, and the 
thought of representative men and papers 
espousing the home rule cause and doing 
battle for Parnellism. 
As such, we present 
it in simple justice to the Irish in this 
country who are as hotly denouncing the 
crime, and who manifest as much abhorrence 
of it and of similar methods, as is enter­ 
tained by any. 
But it remains that the 
“ Irish cause ” has been stigmatized, put 
under suspicion, and will sutler under it 
until the crime is cleared up, and to that 
end the Irish societies must bend their 
best energies. 
The fact is, as we have 
already stated, that with the evidence ad­ 
duced in the examination before it, the 
Coroner’s jury was justified in the conclu­ 
sion readied Ly it, that the Clau-ua-Gad, 
whether officially, advisedly or not, is re­ 
lated to the murder of Cronin, and that 
whether it was so originally intended or 
not, it i-, under the testimony of one of 
its foremost members, open to tlie charge 
obligations that under certain

W «inntock & Lailán W ant th e New P ost- 
ofliee Site for a Store. 
M essrs. W einstcck & L ubiu have for 
som e tim e been trying to secure a suitable 
site for a u ew store building, and have so 
far been unsuccessful. 
T hey have there­ 
fore decided to ascertain if they cannot ef­ 
fect an exchange of th eir property, at the 
corner o f F o u rth an d K streets, for the 
G overnm ent property at Seventh and K. 
H aving sounded a n u m b er of business m en 
o n th e proposition, Mr. L ubin yesterday 
m ade th e follow ing statem ent to a reporter 
of th e Bee : 
“ Y es,” he said, “ there is considerable 
tru th in th e statem ent yo u refer to. 
O ur 
firm has built up a big business here in 
Sacram ento, and, unlike m any others who 
have m ade m oney here, felt a desire to 
erect a m on u m en t tor ourselves in the place 
th at bad seen our success, by p u ttin g up a 
h andsom e business block, and incidentally 
enlarging our business and em ploying a 
n u m b er o f m ore people. 
W e have ou our 
pay-roll to-day 280 people, bu t this is a 
slack lim e. 
Before th e holidays we had 
34t>. 
If we had better quarters, we could 
use to advantage at once luO m ore people, 
and in busy tim es 200 m ore th an under 
p resent circninstances. 
“ W e have even considered plans for a 
new building. 
One idea you see in this 
sk e tch ,” as he called attention to a pencil 
draw ing, 
“ T hat called for a building iOO 
by 160, of three high stories, surm ounted 
by a very high dom e, to be m ade largely of 
iron and glass. 
In the center of the build­ 
ing, u n d er the dom e, w as to be an open 
courtyard surrounded 
by. arched w alks 
w ith portierres opening into th e various de­ 
p artm ents of th e store. 
T his was only one 
of m any plans. 
A ll of those considered 
caiied for a site of 160 feet square, on a cor­ 
ner. 
“ Now our firm was incorporated som e 
tim e ago. and th e Board of D irectors have 
decided to take no step in th e purchasing 
of any real ?state or erecting a building 
unless by unanim ous consent. 
As regards 
location for the new store there was but 
one D irector w ho w ould consent to build­ 
ing on our present site. 
F irst, because it 
w ould be w ell-nigh im possible to conduct 
business and at the sam e tim e build around 
and above us a building of th e k ind we d e­ 
sire. 
A gain, because in m any years to 
com e th is location w ill be too far down 
tow n for an y th in g but a w holesale busi­ 
ness. 
All > ven agreed th at a location up 
tow n w ould be preferable for our purpose. 
• W e have been trying for a year past to 
pet a site, and expected, of course, to pay 
som ething m ore th an th e property is w orth, 
but we have so far been unable to get any­ 
thing, unless we pay a higher price than is 
asked ior property iu Sail Francisco. 
O ur 
last elfort was to negotiate for 160x160 on 
th e s m th esst corner of Seven-h and K. 
The price a-ked, how ever, is $160,000, or 
$1,000 a front loot, w hile I understand that 
before il was know n that we wanted the 
property it could have been had for about 
one half th e am o u n t, and no takers: w hile 
th e G overnm ent secured just opposite 100 
feet frontage, ru n n in g back to the alley, lor 
less th an $00,000 
“ Since you ask the question, I w ill say j 
candidly th at we are a little discouraged. : 
W e w ill not, of course, pay any such sum 1 
th at asked, and, if we did, it w ould not ; 
benefit th e city m uch, since our building ; 
capital w ould be reduced to such an extent I 
th a t it w ould n ot be advisable for us to p u t ; 
up a building for four or five years. 
Ii we j 
faii to get a si'e, there are but tvyo things i 
left for us to do, since we wiil noi build at ' 
F o u rth and K. W e m ust either plod along ! 
iu our present unsatisfactory quarters or 
m ove to Bon Francisco, w here $250.600 will 
give us a good building in a desirable loca­ 
tion. 
W e would have there th e fu n h e r ad- 
vatage th at a big building is alw ays m ar­ 
ketable, w hile here it is not. 
“ W e have decided, how ever, to m ake one 
last effort for a site here, and it is to oiler 
to exchange w ith the U nited S-ates G overn­ 
m ent our present site for th at at Seventh 
and K . w hich has been purchased for tbe 
new G overnm ent building. 
T he Govern- 
m em has there 160 feet fronting on K

O bserver B arw ick says 
there v,a? a well-defined and highly-col­ 
ored halo of 22° seen around the sun yes­ 
terday, from 9 a . m. until sunset. 
In the 
m orning, w hen tb e sun was at an altitude 
of 45° above tb e horizon, there were two 
halos. 
T he parts of th e tw o b a'o s coin­ 
cided above and below th e sun, but on each 
side th e tw o were w ell-defined, an d sepa­ 
rated from each other bv several degrees. 
A s th e su n ’s a ltitu d e neared th e zenith, the 
tw o halos were m erged in to one. due to 
the position of tbe su n , and th e m an n er in 
mh id ) th e rays ol th at lu m in ary were re­ 
fracted th ro u g h the prism s of ice-crystals 
th en floating in the air. 
_ The clouds th at cause this atm ospheric 
phenom ena ere th e highest know n, they 
being from 20,000 to 30,000 feet above th e 
earth ’s surface. 
A t such a great elevation 
the 
cold 
is 
so intense 
as 
to 
frerzs 
the sm all am o u n t of m oisture contained in 
th e air in to sm all crystals of ice, form ing 
them into prism s of all sizes, and at tim es 
producing the m ost beautiful sight to be 
seen, especially iu th e extrem e n orthern 
latitudes, w here the halos, parhelia aud 
other phenom ena are produced w ith m ath ­ 
em atical exactness and in true geom etrical 
proportions. T hese grand sights are rarely 
l it ever) seen in these valleys, bu t iu the 
m ountain regions they may be occasionally 
seen d u rin g extrem e cold w eather. 
Ih e h ighest and lowest tem perature ves- 
terdav was 62r and 54°. w i;h 'fresh south­ 
erly w inds and a p artially clouded skv and 
steady barom eter.

NOTED SETTER LINES. 


D ogs T h a t Should B e P roud of T h eir 
L in eag e— Im p ro v em en t in th e 
C alifornia B reeds. 


T here has of late years been a great im ­ 
provement in California in the m atter of 
the breeding of tine dogs, especially for 
field purposes. 
Form erly but little atten­ 
tion was paid to the im portant m atter of 
preserving the purity of blood-lines, but 
this indifference is rapidly disappearing, 
and now all intelligent sportsmen recog­ 
nize the advantages of preserving unde­ 
filed the pedigrees of their field compan­ 
ions. 
There are now a num ber of first-class 
breeding kennels in this State, both of 
pointers and setters, and California can 
boast of as purely-bred and brilliant per­ 
formers in the field as any other part of 
the world. 
In San Francisco 
A. 
B. 
Trum an has a fine kennel of Irish setters; 
in Solano, George \V. Bassford is a prom­ 
inent breeder of thorough-bred pointers— 
m any of which have won distinction, both 
on the bench and at field trials—and here 
in Sacramento is located the “ California 
K ennel” of Messrs. Post a Watson, whose 
specialty is the popular Llewellyn breed 
of setters. 
It is the desire of the R eco r d- 
U n io n to give descriptions of all the 
prom inent kennels, from time to time. 
THE CALIFORNIA KENNEL. 
A recent visit to the California Kennel 
in this city afforded a reporter of the R ec- 
o rd-U n io n an opportunity to examine 
three very tine litters of purely-bred 
Llewellin setter pups. 
The first inspected 
are by Loadstone, out of Janet, ail evenly 
marked—black and w hite and black, w hite 
and tan; five males and one female. Load­ 
stone is a racy-lookiug orange and white 
dog, im ported from Tennessee. 
lie was 
sired by th a t wonderful field trial winner 
Gladstone, whose fame has been heralded 
all over the world w heeeversporbm aushlp 
finds a group of devotees. 
Gladstone was 
im ported in utero from England, his dam 
being the famous Petrel, having been bred 
to Llewellin’s Dan before being shipped 
to America. 
Dan, the sire of Gladstone, 
is described by “ Leatherhead,” the lead­ 
ing English eriiic, in IhU'e Life, published 
in London, and a leading authority on 
m atters pertaining to sportsmanship, as 
follows: 
So I mil brought to the name of the greatest 
celebrity of the ilay. Purceil l.lewelliu's Dan, 
by Barclay Field’s Duke, out o! Mr. Slatter's 
Rhoebe. buke was a winnt. r ot the Held trials 
at stafiord in 1866,1867 and lsPs. Mr. Slatter’s 
cel-.brity, Rboebe, is looked upon as the “ Poca- 
liontas” in setter breeding, us she not only hit 
remarkably well with the above named Duke. 
In producing Dan, and a whole litter besides ol 
field-trial winners, but she also nicked well 
with several p :rc l.averaek setters, as. lor in­ 
stance, to old Blue Dash she produced Bruce, a 
winner at Shrewsbury, and perhaps as good a 
dog as ever sportsman shot to. besides Bob Boy, 
Bose and Buoy, all winners, to Fred II.. a Lav- 
eraek. She had the knack ol throwing them 
all good, but she never had a grauder-looking 
son than Mr. Lewelliu’s Dan. k wonderfully 
lice setter, possessing tremendous lame, and 
built to gallop ou every line. He won the only 
event he was ever entered for at field trials, in­ 
cluding the champion tup: but then he put his 
shoulder out, and was consequently never seen 
in public again. However, "O ld George,” Mr. 
Slatter’s brc aker, who brought out Bob Roy and 
the rest of Mr. Flatter’s noted ones, has always 
declared that Dun was the best one he ever 
broke In his life, and he has certainly proved 
this merit, which he inherited Irura Duke ai d 
Phiebe, dim n to future generation-.: 
undoubt­ 
edly Dan lias proved a great stud succors. He 
is the sire of * * *, Countess Bear, Countess 
Moll, Nora, Novel and Noma, all 11?-,’1-trial 
winners, and such good on: s as Count Dick 
* * * (sire of Count Wind’cm, spoken of further 
on). It is, ot course, an undoubted fact that he 
has had some extraordinarily g, od chances for 
there are only two other bitches In the whole of 
England that can be comoared to Mr. 1,'ewel- 
liu's Countess, Nellie and l.ill, in any degree 
whatever. The best, setter bitch-. » in the e. n l 
1 have often stated CouDtess and Nellie to be, 
and I fear no contradictions ou the subject. 
Loadstone's dam, Flounce, was sired by 
< ’hump'ton 1 Iruiii out of ¡mother great blooj 
bitch, Ruby (American). 
Druid won five 
English field trials, and was im ported by 
Arnold Burges, of Hillsdale, Mich., at a 
cost of §700, and was full brother to the 
field trial crack, Drake, owned by L uther 
Adams of Boston. 
Ruby (American i was 
sired by Rake, out of Fanny, a cross that 
is now more sought after than any other 
by 
breeders. 
Rake was also by Dan, out 
of Ruby (English , a sister to Champion 
Rob Roy. 
Loadstone is a fall brother to 
the trial winners, Gay Gladstone, Florence 
Gladstone and Lindo, and full brother in 
blood to those other trial winners. Sports­ 
man, Gladstone’s Boy, Dan Gladstone, 
L illian and Keystone, the latter live being 
out of Sue, 
Flounce was full sister to the 
winners Sue, Buckallen, Juno A. and 
Flaxy. 
JANET, THE I>.\M OK THE LITTER, 
F irst referred to, was imported from Dow­ 
ling, Mich., and was sired by Count Nuble, 
out of Dashing Novice, and was a winner 
a t the California trials held in Marin 
county in IS 85, and wa 
H aroldine, who perform» 
the Derby of 1857. 
Count Noble was imported from Mr. 
Llewellin’s kennel, in England, in 
1-sO, 
and that year won the N ational Derby 
run at \ incennes, Ind., and he lias won at 
several trials since. 
Count Noble has been 
one of the few great sires of 
Among the famous performers 


also the dam of 
so brilliantly in 


; G ath, Roderigo, C arrie .1. 
Countess 
Magnet, 
Sweetheart, 
Janet, 
San Roy, Count Piedm ont, K atie D., 
Dashing Noble, 
O liver Twist, 
Prince 
Noble, Bohemian tlirl, Fred \\\, and 
others, all winners in the hottest company. 
But then, Count Noble’s prepotency is not 
so much a m atter of surprise when one 
considers bis breeding, he being by Count 
V, ind’eni out ol Nora. 
Count M'ind'em 
was conceded to l>e the handsomest setter 
in Europe, aud was a crack field trial win­ 
ner as well. 
Mr. Llewellin refused $4,<>00 
oflered by A. II. Moore, of Philadelphia, 
for Count W ind’em, and at another time 
an offer ot $.r>,000 from an English gentle­ 
man. 
Count W ind'om was sired !>v Count 
Dick, out of the beautiful bitch Phantom , 
litter sister to Petrel, dam of Gladstone; 
and, with her equally beautiful sisters, 
Puzzle and Princess, Mr. Llewellin swept 
the decks in their classes at liench shows 
for a number of seasons. 
In 1879 Mr. L. 
H . Sm ith, of Stra’hroy, Ont., visited Eng­ 
land. 
Mr. Sm ith is undoubtedly one .of 
the best judges of field dogs on this side of 
the ocean, having im ported a num ber of 
the best and bred a number of field trial 
winners. 
W hile in England he was in­ 
vited by Mr. Llewellirt to the latter’s 
seat in I-eicestershire, Ormsby H all. 
In the .1 menean Field of August 30, 
1879, Mr. Smith, in describing the dogs in 
M r. Llewellin's kennel, thus speaks of 
Count W ind’em: 
“Soon W ind’em was 
walking across the floor of the fine old 
dining-room. 
I wish 1 could describe 
him so th at those who read this could im ­ 
agine they see him , but I cannot. * * 
* 
lie is a beauty of beauties, and the king 
of dogs. 
To see hiru on game, as I did, is 
som ething one can never forget. 
Money 
can’t buy W ind’em— 1 wish it could. 
I 
will not say what I would give for him; if 
I did I have no doubt some of my friends 
would consider me a very fit subject for a 
lunatic asylum.” 
The reporter for the American Field, in 
reporting the English trials held in April, 
18it>, writes of Count W ind’em: 
“ Many 
gentlemen present stated th at they consid­ 
ered Count W ind'em the grandest-looking 
setter that has ever appeared at any of the 
trials, w hile the way in which he does his 
work speaks for itself.” 
Count Noble’s dam, Nora, was a great 
field trial bitch, and no doubt Noble owes 
much of his fire and dash to his brilliant 
m other. 
Nora was from one of the best 


crosses th at Mr. Llewellin ever made, viz., 
the L>an-Nelly cross, as it produced the 
three great sisters, Nora, Novel and Norna. 
flashing Novice, Jan et’s dam, divides 
with ¡Sue the honor of being the best bitch 
ever raced in public trials in America. 
Dashing Novice 
was whelped in Mr. 
Llewellin’s kennel in England, and in 
A pril, 1881, when only nine m onths old, 
won third in the English Derby, and in 
December of the same year won first in 
the N ational Derby at G rand Junction, 
Tenn. 
She also won the Pennsylvania 
Derby the same year, and has won at other 
trials since. 
Dashing Novice is superbly- 
bred, being by Dash 11., out of Novel. 
Dash II. was sired by Blue Prince, out of 
A rmstrong’s K a te : she by Laverack’s Old 
Blue Dasb, out of Old Kate, a sister to the 
great winner, Duke, spoken of above. 
Dash II. was a beautiful dog of almost 
faultless form, and was selected bv Stone­ 
henge, the authority on the proper form 
of dogs the world over, to illustrate the 
English setter, in his last edition of “Dogs 
of the British Islands.” Dash II. won live 
English field trials, and was then pur­ 
chased by Mr. Llewellin at the long price 
of $1,650, and for his new owner sired 
three dilferent winners of the English 
Derby, viz: 
Dashing Bondbu, Dashing 
Ditto, and Dashing Clinker. 
The former, 
in addition to warning the Derby, also won 
the age»l stake, w hile still in his puppy 
form, beating the great crack, McDonn’s 
Ranger. 
Novel (D ashing Novice’s dam), is best 
described by G. Thorpe Bnrtm am , the 
English correspondent of the American 
1'ichl, in his “ Notes on the English Field 
Trials of 1SS0,” which appeared in th at 
paper ou Ju n e 10th of th a t ycar. 
Speak­ 
ing of Novel, hesays: “ As to Purcell Llew­ 
ellin’s Novel has fallen the lion’s share, of 
honors, 1 shall, therefore, give her first 
place. She having won in the brace stakes, 
and also run through the mixed aged stakes 
at Debden, entitles her to the ‘ blue rib­ 
bon ’ of the season, and she well deserves 
the prizes awarded to her. 
In appearance 
she is a beautilul anim al. 
She is perfectly 
broken, requires no looking after at all, is 
as stanch as a rock, exhibits no jealousy, 
and is first-class at backing. 
She exhibit- 
a lovely tem per, as seen by the anxiety 
she displays in obeying her instructions. 
It will be remembered by your read­ 
ers th at she was only put out of a big

J. C. H ig ­ 
gins, of W ilmington, Delaware, brother of 
the present U nited States Senator from 
th at State—who is also very fond of setters 
—had, a few months before, imported 
from Mr. Llewellin’s’ kennel the dog Lin­ 
coln, by Dan, out of L ill 11. 
Messrs. Dew 
and Bishop journeyed toW ilm ington and in­ 
spected Lincoln, and were greatly pleased 
with him , but thought they' would go to 
England and see w hat they could do there 
in the way of getting a stud dog to meet 
th.-ir fancy, and also some bitches.

H arold, the sire of Sunlit’s puppies, was 
imported from Tennessee. 
H e ran second 
in the aged stake run at Hanford in Jan u ­ 
ary, 188*. and was a sick dog at the time, 
lie is a litter brother to G ath's M ark, who 
won the E;istern all-aged stake in 18S6, 
when a puppy; also to G ath’s Hope, who 
won the N ational Derby of 1886, and sired 
Dave K., w-ho won the American Derby of 
18S7, as also G ath’s Fride, sire of Crofton, 
who won the Texas Derby of 1887. Harold 
was sired by .Gath, ont of Gem. 
G ath is called the “ Phenom enal G ath,” 
on account of the rem arkable brilliancy of 
his public performances at field trials. 
The expresssions “ choke-bore nose ” and 
“ Creedmoor nose ” were coined to describe 
the great distance a t which he would 
point birds. 
G ath was sired by Count 
Noble, out of Peep O’ Day, by Gladstone 
out of Clip, who was from th a t splendid 
cross, Leicester— Dart. 
I ’eep O'Day won a place in her derby 
year, first in ;tn all-aged stake, and other 
places at field trials, and was one of the 
best bench bitches ever shown. 
Clip was 
also a field trial winner. 
Gem, H arold’s 
dam, was a grand bitch by Gladstone out 
of Gazelle, by D ruid out of Jolly May, by 
Rob Roy out of Pocahontas, by Rock out 
of Dora. 
Gem started but once, and that 
was in the first series of the N ational 
Derby of 1884, against Lillian, who won 
third. Mr. Bryson, owner < f Lillian, wrote 
concerning th at contest, that if Gem had 
not been interfered w ith by her handler 
she would have beaten Lillian. 
Rob Roy won the Shrewsbury champion­ 
ship aud four other trials in England, and 
was im ported to America by A rnold B ur­ 
ges at a cost of §1,000. 
Rock was sire»l by Bruce, a winner of 
the Shrewsbury championship, out 
of 
Daisy, a trial winner, and won the Shrews­ 
bury championship himself, and was then 
imported to America by L uther Adams at 
a long price. 
Lim ited space forbids anything like a 
description of the noted dogs- thus briefly 
referred to, but this partial statem ent of 
the records made by them indicate the 
sort of tield dogs that are now being bred 
in California.

There are many habitual 
gamblers who make it a rule to go out and 
walk around the block at certain stages of 
the game, winning or losing, whether the 
weather be mild and pleasant or cold and 
disagreeable.

which control the actions of the supersti­ 
tious are legion, and nearly every man 
who plays poker lias his failings in that 
direction. 


THE LOTTERY AND POLICY FIEND. 
“In the m an who plays policy or wastes 
a stipulated amount per month in Iotterv 
tickets the poker player lias a strong rival 
for the prize for superstition. 
Let a policy 
player pass a certain street and house 
num ber three time in one day and he will 
play those numbers if the idea strikes him 
right, or will avoid them if he feels a pre­ 
monition that they will lose. 
T he lottery 
victim happens to ride on a street car bear­ 
ing a certain number three or four times 
in succession. 
Then in h i' dreams he sees 
the number w ritten on t he walls, on the 
windows and dancing before his eyes, 
lie 
hurries out the following day and pur­ 
chases the ticket bearing that num ber—if 
lie can get it. 
If be cannot, he is firmly 
convinced the num ber will win, and is 
wild to find th at the ticket he wanted1 is 
soid. 
If he wins, thousands believe in his 
wonderful stories, born of superstition. 
If 
he loses, he will explain away everything 
by urging that the warning was intended 
for him . and th at it indicated he should 
not play that number and th at he m isun­ 
derstood the signs. 
“ H undreds of anecdotes m ight be re­ 
lated showing how widespread is w hat is 
known as superstition, especially among 
the sporting classes—-how people \yho lead 
quiet, sedate lives are nearly as bad, re­ 
fusing to take any im portant steps on F ri­ 
day. for instance—but th at part of the 
story has been told and retold. 
The base­ 
ball mascot is another living exam ple of 
how superstition takes hold and never lets 
go, and there is not a baseball club in the 
League or Association whose members can­ 
not tell you why they were beaten after 
the game is over—thc-y met a funeral, or 
one of their number put a coat on wrong, 
or some sim ilar trivial happening, doomed 
them to defeat. 
Among the thousands of 
superstitious people there are very few 
who will adm it their weakness.”

Sew it k le y , Pa , May 3 1 ,1889, 
My last letter to the R ecord-L'xiox 
was an account of my visit to New York. 
I have since spent several weeks each in 
P hiladelphia and Pittsburg, and I propose 
now to record some of my observations in 
th e Q uaker c ity : 
To go from New York 
to Philadelphia is, in the opinion of 
G otham ites, but little short of madness, 
for they consider the Q uaker city almost 
next to the “jum ping oil'’ place— where- 
ever that much-talked of hut imperfectly 
located ¡toint may be. 
Hut not being a 
resident of New York, we can not plant 
and take root w ithin its precincts, so the 
members of our group hies themselves to 
the nearest ciiy of importance, namely, 
th e extrem ely handsome place of which 1 
am w riting, delightfully situated on th 
Delaware river, while coursing through 
th e center of the city is the pretty little 
•Schuylkill. 
m i l . A DELPHI A 
Is unlll^' any other large city, inasmuch 
as there is a certain quaintness about its 
general appearance not observable any­ 
where else, 
in 
the original city the 
houses are, almost w ithout exception, of 
dull-red brick, w ith heavy w hite outside 
shutter-, and white-marble door steps— 
regular old Q uaker'style—w ith such an 
atm osphere ot cleanliness pervading the 
scene that you fee! as though it would be 
scarcely.the correct thing to step with 
muddy shoes upon the spotless marble. 
C ut you soon become accustomed to the 
• alabaster stoops, and never think w hether 
or not you are spoiling the purity of their 
appearance. P hiladelphia is a city totally 
dissim ilar to Nev.’ Y ork. 
T h e . metropolis 
of the Em pire State is always m aking one 
th iu k of “ touch and go.” 
The people are 
continually'on the mad rush, while, though 
a busv, thriving place, the people of Phil- 
idelphia C ity are not so headlong, appa­ 
rently. 
There is a characteristic quiet­ 
ness pervading the air, and it is 


' 
SOOTHING AND RESTFUL 
To watch the neatly-clad Quakers as they 
peacefully wend their way along the nar­ 
row thoroughfares, for the business streets 
are not particularly attractive; they are 
too cramped, and the elegaut buildings are 
at a disadvantage, for they do not show as 
well in so small a space. 
On the 10th of this m onth the usual 
peacefulness of the city was disturbed by 
th e advent of a cyclone—or, perhaps more 
properly speaking, a dreadful wlnd-storm, 
for cyclones are more merciless, and in 
th eir fury sweep all before them. 
The 
day in question I was driving on the 
IV issahickou road—a beautiful drive along 
th e Schuylkill river. 
Suddenly the sky 
was no longer blue—but overhead hung 
th e darkest looking purplish-red, angry 
cloud, and before shelter could be found 
th e dust 
arose in sheets, and, w ithout 
exaggerating one atom, I am safe in sav­ 
ing you could not have seen a foot ahead. 
H ats went sailing through the air w ith­ 
out leave or license; leaves, twigs and 
branches were piroutting promiscuously 
and in close proxim ity to our heads. 
We 
could not defy the elements, and so were 
compelled to bide our time and wait for 
th e furious wind-storm to subside. 
It 
wasn t 'tunny I assure you to see great 
trees split through and' fall before the 
wind with a dull thud to m other earth, 
in the city there was wild confusion. Men

WOMEN WERE BLOWN ALONG 
L ike so many leathers, and wagons were 
overturned and houses unroofed. 
Fortu­ 
nately no one was hurt. 
On the Dela­ 
ware, boats were capsized. 
W hile every 
one was badly frightened, there was much 
amusement occasioned by the upsetting 
of a skiff in which several Chinamen were 
rowing. 
Tiiey were blown upon a rock, 
but were unharm ed. 
Y et they could not 
understand their safety, and we, Caliior- 
nians, who have seen the Chinese yelling, 
screaming and gesticulating at a fire, can 
im agine how much exercised these East­ 
ern people were at the antics of the Ce­ 
lestials, even when safe and sound. 
How­ 
ever, peace and quiet came apace, and all 
was well. 
Cylones and such things add 
to the experience of life, and though at 
th e time they are by no means chosen 
sights, we do not regret the lesson we 
have learned as we pass unharm ed through 
it all. 
A short tim e before the storm” I 
had been on the roof of the Drexel 
Building, one of the finest, as well as the 
highest buildings in the city. 
I scarcely 
realized until some tim e afterward how- 
fortunate I was to have reached terra 
firma before the wind-storm struck the 
city .. In m aking the rounds of 


SIGHT SEEING 
T h e establishment of the . Postmaster- 
G eneral is not to be overlooked. 
If you 
Dieet an acquaintance on the street it is 
q u ite a natural thing to ask, “Going to 
W anam aker’s 
or, "Have you been to 
W anam aker’s?” etc. T he building and its 
appointm ents are extensive. 
Each depart­ 
m ent is complete.

ACADEMY OF FIN E ARTS 
Is an unusually attractive place to visit. 
I have never before seen so many large 
pictures, nor such beautiful ones. 
Some 
of them are very large, but none the less 
artistic because 
heroic. 
The 
Russian 
works of the artist Yassili Verestchagin 
are the particular attractions now. Though 
n e a rly all are painful subjects, beiug vir- 
tuallv realistic picture- of war tim es—bat­ 
tle pieces and hospital sketches predom­ 
in atin g —they are fascinating to look upon, 
y e t harrowing, and oh ! so sad and pitiful 
in thought suggestion. 
One of the best things tobe seen just 
now in Philadelphia, to my idea, is the 
Cycloram a of Jerusalem and the Cruci­ 
fixión. 
You stand upon an elevation in 
th e center’of the building—as in the case 
o f all the eycloramas—and view the slope 
o f the M ount of Olives and the Valley of 
Jehoshaphat. 
The weird, almost unnatu­ 
ral, light give- the picture a mysterious 
solem nity, and at the same time invests it 
w ith a grandeur that you feel, but cannot de­ 
scribe. \ general de-cription of the painting 
begin- with a biblical quotation, “Now 
from the -ixth hour, there was darkness 
Over all the land,” and in endeavoring to 
portray the peculiar sky the artist lias 
produced a singularly strong effect, that 
olds the -¡lectator spell-bound as it were. 
O ne can almost imagine him self on the 
road to Joppa. 
The idea so definitely con­ 
v e y e d and so viyidly displayed on canvas 
might almost be thought to be realized, so 
beautiful is the execution. 
The pathetic 
scenes of the crucifixtion is almost the first 
picture that catches the eye as you mount 
the plateau to view the art work. On the 
opposite side is the city of Jerusalem and 
Mounts Zion and Calvary in the distance.

This cyclorama differs from others because 
it is not a view of battle scenes; suffice it 
to say the sight is one of magnificent 
beauty, of awe-inspiring solemnity and 
a vivid illustration of the beautiful Bible 
story of the cross. 
Like all large Eastern 
cities, Philadelphia has its 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Some, however, queer little old places, 
built in the colonia} period; others larger 
and more massive, as architectural knowl­ 
edge and ambition has advanced among 
us with the times. 
The largest buildtng 
is of w hite stone and is of enormous size, 
and is in the center of Broad street. J list 
here let me say th at Broad street richly 
deserves its name, for I think half a dozen 
sm aller streets m ight be put into it and 
still leave room and to spare. 
In the heart of the city stands an old- 
fashioned hou-e that was, and still is the 
“Old Quaker M eeting House,” but is now- 
used only for the yearly meetings. 
The 
ground is of great value, but cannot be 
purchased. 
The old Suite House, where 
hangs the old cracked Liberty Bell, and 
where may be seen the portraits and 
chairs 
of most of the signers of the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence, 
is 
a 
very 
interesting 
place 
to 
visit. 
The 
stranger 
who 
nasses 
this 
place 
by is a rarity. 
But I met a native P hila­ 
delphian who had never beeu inside of 
this memorial old building. 
In this his­ 
torie structure are many Revolutionary 
relics, the uniforms, pictures and 'other 
articles of days long since departed. 
Of 
course the picture ot W illiam Penn and 
the original charter of i hiladelphia city 
occupy conspicuous places, 
¡--peaking of 
Penn, his funny little house still stands .it 
Fairm ount Park, and certainly is a precious 
relic of the past. 
In the Park there still 
remains a “ tiny bit" of the Centennial, for 
H orticultural and Memorial H alls are still 
standing. 
The former is now a beautiful 
green-house and the latter a picture gal­ 
lery. .The hotels which were built in the 
Park have long since disappeared, and 
though it was thought at the tim e that 
this lovely park would never again resume 
its former beauty, the idea was a mistaken 
one, for it is now one of the handsomest 
parks in the Union, and almost fabulous 
iu area. 
The Sehuykiil divides the city, 
and 
■ 
WEST PHILADELPHIA, 
Across the river, more nearly resembles 
modern cities in the architectural point of 
view. 
Along the river is a beautiful drive 
which leads to Vi issaliickon, several miles 
up the river. 
To partially illsustrate— 
im agine the east bank of the Sacramento 
river lined with elegaut boat-houses, and 
surrounded by tine glass plats, and ap­ 
proached by handsome driveways on either 
side of the river. 
To erect a club-house 
on the Schuylkill a voucher is required 
that th e place w ill not cost less than a 
specified large sum. 
Consequently the 
houses are gorgeous, the clubs vieing with 
each other in order to have the prettiest 
place. 
The churches iu Philadelphia are 
very fine. In the W est A rch Presbyterian 
Church pulpit is an old Californian—Rev. 
John H em phill, who for many years was 
pastor of one of the principal churches of 
San Francisco. Calvary—and iu whose 
church our own Dr. Dwinell conducted 
the funeral service over the remains of the 
late M ark Ilopkins. 
Philadelphia has 


AN OPERA HOUSE 
Of which any city m ight well he proud. 
The auditorium is spacious and splendidly 
lighted. 
Its chief leature resides in the 
fact that between the rows of seats there is 
plenty of room to pass in and out w ithout 
the uncomfortable feeling th at you are, 
though unintentionally, treading on your 
neighbor’s toes. 
And the arrangem ent ob­ 
viates also all necessity of obliging half a 
line of people to rise and brace against the 
backs of upturned seats until you have 
settled yourself. 
It was a relief to s'ep in­ 
side such a theater, and it is to be hoped 
others will be patterned after this commo­ 
dious opera house when sim ilar places of 
amusement are erected. 
As for the other 
theaters so much cannot be said, for thev 
are as the rest in other places. 
Mrs. John 
Drew, the veteran actress, owns the A rch­ 
street Theater, and though iar advanced 
in years, still occasionally- appears 
in 
some old-time production and wins untold 
favors. 
She is even at this late day a 
wonderful woman. 
I shall not soon forget 
the “Two Rivals,” as plavgd by such vet­ 
erans as Mrs. Drew, Joseph Jefferson, 
John G ilbert and E. J . Buckley. 
Claus Spreckels has built a very large 
refinery here, which is one of the “sights” 
th at attract your attention from the top of 
the Drexel building. 
“ The City of B :otherly Love” is a large 
and beautiful place, and claims to be a 
union of city and country. 
Its attractions 
are many and varied. 
I have enumerated 
a very few only that came particularly 
w ithin my notice. 
In every large city 
there is, of course, more or less poveitv 
and destitution, but it is by no means so 
apparent here as in other large metrópoli. 
At any rate, the vi-.tor is not so visibly re­ 
minded of the somber side of life by his 
observation in Philadelphia. 
There is a 
Philadelphia cable road, which really does 
not deserve the name, for, compared with 
the cable lines in San Francisco, this 
“ Traction Line,” as it is called, is in a 
prim itive state. 
California is certainly 
leader in the m atter of cable railways. 
I see some New York man writes dis­ 
paragingly of Sacramento. 
A fter spend­ 
ing many months in this cyclony, bliz- 
zardly country, I think of hot and dusty 
Sacramento— “ W ith all thy faults I love 
thee still.”

At the 
H aytian Consulate it was stated that noth- 
later was known of affairs at H ayti beyond 
what has already been published. * The 
Kearsarge is now expected to sail Sunday 
morning, and sh .u!d reach Hayti, with 
favorable weather, in about six days. She 
carries 190 men ana nineteen officers. 


BIRD SLAUGHTER. 


A sp e c im e n o í W hat O ur L aw m ak ers D o 
N ot K now A bout Som e T h in gs. 
N otw ithstanding the fact that the un­ 
wise lawmakers of California have legal­ 
ized the slaughter of doves as early in the 
season as the 1st of June, all’good sports­ 
men should refrain from killing them dur­ 
ing this m onth, at least. On the subject of 
dove-shooting, the W oodland Mail says: 
“ Woodland hunters are having great 
sport with doves at 
the present time. 
Almost every evening from two to a dozen 
gentlemen go out to Cache creek and with 
No. 8 shot create great havoc among the 
palatable birds. 
Doves are not sufficiently 
protected iu Yolo county. The law should 
iorbid their killing until the Isf'o fJu ly , 
as by that tim e they are tbrough laying 
eggs and rearing their young 
The female 
doves killed now are full of eggs of good 
size.” 
Doves, like other bird species, breed in 
the spring, and the young are not old 
enough to fly or care for them selves so 
early as the tirst of Juue. 
Parties who 
have been out shooting in the vicinity of 
Sacram ento {no reference to the sm all 
class of fellows who sneak out before the 
season opened and slaughtered the birds) 
say they bagged only old birds, and that 
the females were full of eggs. It is a sham e 
to thus legalize the exterm ination of the 
doves, the shooting of which is such tine 
sport in July and August, when one can 
sit under a shady tree on a “ pass” and 
enjoy a quiet afternoon.

B id s A sk e d for th e C on stru ction o f Tw o 
W ar V essels. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 1 4 th —The Navy De­ 
partm ent to-day issued 
advertisements 
inviting proposals for the construction of 
two steel cruisers of 3,000 tons displace­ 
ment, under the authority conveved by the 
appropriation Act of Septem ber'last. ' The 
contractor is required to guarantee a m ini­ 
m um speed of nineteen knots for four con­ 
secutive hours, and there is a bonus pro­ 
vided 
of $50,000 for every 
additional 
quarter knot, and a deduction of the same 
am onnt for each quarter knot of deficiency. 
The vessels will be completed in two years, 
and exclusive of speed bonus the cost not 
to exceed $1,800,000 each. 
Contractors are allowed to bid forthecon- 
struction of hull and m achinery, accord­ 
ing to their own design, or to accept those 
furnished by the departm ent. The pro­ 
posals are to be opened August 22d.
